There was not one 
of them who did not need to examine his heart 
and his life, so as to find out how he stood 
before God. They were very apt to glide on 
from day to day in a kind of spiritual torpor, 
They needed awakeriing; they needed to set 
themselves face to face with their personal sins 
and failures, with their lack of earnestness, 
with their — s in rendering to God 
the honour due un is name. They needed 

a deeper um Ár an amendment of life, a 
personal trust in the forgiving love of God, 
and in His power to cleanse and uplift their 
lives. “That was the purpose for which the 
Week of Prayer had been appointed. They 
could all my! to make that purpose effective, 
(Hear, hear.) He knew that with some the 
bis of ordinary occupations and the distance 
hey lived from their parish church tended to 
make attendance at a week of Services some- 
what difficult. But he would urge upon them, 
for their own sake, and because of the effect 
of their example upon others, not to allow the 
difficulty to decide them to hold aloof.

And ly, we are an inde- 
endent national Church, free to make our own 
ws and to guide our own organisation without 
reference to any extra Irish control. The ancient 
Celtie Church was in like manner independent 
and national. It stoutly contended for its 
right to manage its own affairs and to regulate 
its own customs. It had also its own method 
of calculating when the great Easter festival 
should be k It is on continuity of belief 
and continuity of national independence that 
we rest our claim to be the Church of Ireland. 
But if we merely live oh the memory of the 
past it would be far better for us to renounce 
our claim. The individual who relies on his 
pedigree as the basis of the ‘estimation in which 
he desires to be held is a very poor sort of 
creature. He can have no sense of mherent 
merit. Pedigree horses and pedigree bulls are 
all right enough, but a pedigree man Who is 
only a pedigrés man is beneath contempt, 
And a mere pedigree Church is nothing better, 
We can only rightly claim to be the Church of 
Ireland if cur claim means for us a high ideal 
and a paramount duty. The ideal is that we 
should make every Irishman realise that he will 
find a home of weleome within the fold of our 
Church. The duty is that we should interpose 
no barrier which would unnecessarily alienate 
our fellow-countrymen from us. The weak- 
ness of our Church since the Reformation has 
bean that it has seemed far more the Chureh 
of Pugland in Ireland than the Church of Tre 
land itself. (Hear, hear.) It is this weakness 
that we are specially summoned by existing cir 

cumstances to rectify. 

WHAT THE CHURCH MUST AVOID. 

We have to beware of everything which 
would make it a as if our Church wag the 
official organ of any English political party.

He has changed his mind since 
last December, told us that 
“comparisons of the kind, even when 
correctly drawn, can serve no useful 
purpose.” We shall not analyse His 
Excellency’s classifications. Nearly all 
the figures—Unionist and . Nationalist, 
Protestant and Roman Catholic—are 
equally unsatisfactory. With the cry of 
the Irish Divisions*in our ears, we dare 
not say that any province or city in Ire- 
land has done even comparatively well, 
Ulster is doing badly so long as she retains 
within her borders tens of thousands of 
strong young men, while her Thirty-Sixth 
Division has been reduced to a few heroic 
fragments in France. Dublin has not 
done well so long as her shops and offices 
are full of stalwart lads and her own 
battalions are still unable to repair the 
losses of the Somme. Roman Catholic 
Connaught has recruited miserably, The 
Protestants of the great and wealthy pro- 
vince of. Munster are sadly. deficient 
in their duty so long as their contribution 
to the Irish Divisions stands at less than 
one thousand men. While these condi- 
tions persist Ireland has no right to boast 
of the splendid deeds of the Irish regi- 
menis. She is not worthy of them. A 
thankless mother’ is a not less painful 
anomaly in nature than a thankless 
child. 

The Irish Divisions want 40,000 men 
before Christmas—one out of every four 
of the eligible men in Ireland who can be 
spared. According to Mr. Redmond, the 
last five months have produced 6,000 re 
cruits. If we are to keep the Irish Divi- 
sions alive, we must immediately raise cur 
total of recruits from 1,200 a month to 
not less than 14,000 a month, and we 
must maintain this increase for nearly 
three months. The thing can be done, 
but will it be done—especially if Mr. 
Asquith tells us within the next few days 
that the most laggard Irishman need have 
no fear of conscription? It will be wise, 
perhaps, to avoid reproach as a prophet 
of evil. One thing, however, is certain. 
The 40,000 men will not be ‘raised before 
Christmas—10,000 men. will not be raised 
—unless the country is shaken out of its 
apathy, unless the facts of the situation 
are hammered into “it§ brain without te 
mission or pity. To-day the Nationalist 
newspapers are blind: leaders of the blind. 
They talk about conditions “if England is 
to get recruits from Ireland.” This is a 
criminal travesty of Ireland’s duty and 
interest. The question for Ireland is not 
one of saving England, but of saving her- 
self. Everything that she holds dear is 
at stake. These 40,000 men are needed, 
not only to keep the Irish Divisions alive, 
but to save Ireland from poverty, shame, 
political downfall. Lord Wimborne says 
truly that at the Grand Assize of the 
Empire there will be a single fest case : 
“What have you done to share in the 
benefits that we have won?’ At this 
moment Ireland is discredited, and her 
politicians are discredited. The Nation- 
alist Party may almost be described as a 
case of demoniacal possession. It is flout- 
ing deliberately the spirit and instinct of 
the British peoples. It denounces con- 
scription and boycotts voluntary recruit- 
ing. The resolution which Mr. Redmond 
intends to move in the House of Commons 

Parliament’s attention to the 
fact that his party has not had 
a word of denunciation for the Irish 
rebellion as being “inconsistent with the 
principles for which the Allies aro fighting 
in Europe.” One chance remains of re- 
pairing the effects of all this madness and 
mischief: Irish Nationalists must be com- 
pelled to see that recruiting is an infinitely 
more important issue than Home Rule. 
No man or nation was ever in direr need 
than Ireland is to-day of the grim warn- 
ing, .““ Awake, arise, or be for ever 
fallen.”

. The Wheat Supply. 


The importing of wheat into the United 
Kingdom during the remainder of the war 
period will be in the hands of the State. 
The President of the Board of Trade made 
this announcement in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, The justification of the 
change rests, in the first place, on the 
need of State action to ensure a continuous 
supply of wheat, and, in the second place, 
on the protection which it will give to 
the. population against excessive freight 
charges. With regard to the former point, 
it is not safe to leave matters to ordinary 
commercial operations. ' Wheat importers 
are contracting for little more than 
enough to meet the immediate demands of 
the market. They have to take into their 
calculation the possibility that before long 
the great stores of grain which have been 
accumulated, for example, in Russia and 
Rumania may be released. In that event, 
there would be such a fall in prices as 
would ruin large holders of wheat bought 
at present rates. The chance that a pro- 
longed interruption of sea communications 
or a disastrous failure of the American 
crops may leave us short of supplies is not 
great enough to counteract the possibility 
of a sudden fallin prices, and so to en- 
courage importers to accumulate stocks 
in the country. The Government would 
be blamed, however, if, through some such 
accident, the country were left short of 
wheat at a reasonable price. Therefore, 
it has to provide a State reserve of what. 
It has bought the Australian crop, whichit 
ought to have secured at a fairly cheap 
rate, because, on account of concen- 
tration of grain ships in the Atlantic, the 
crop would be left on the Commonwealth 
Government's hand if the British Govern- 
ment did not send ships for it. The 
Government will ,order ships to fetch 
wheat from the various sources of 
supply, including Australia, and it 
will fix the freight rates, which will 
no longer be subject to market influences. 
Mr. Ruzciman promises that the full 
benefit of reduction in the cost of carriage 
will accrue to the State and not to private 
individuals. Thus is removed the griev- 
ance against shipowners, whose profits, it 
has been said, have been taken out of the 
people's payment for bread.

Mr. RUNCIMAN, replying to a question, 
made the following statement :—Since the out- 
break of ‘war the Government has taken mea- 
sures, which have progressively. become more 
comprehensive, to ¢ns that the stocks of 
wheat in the country are. sufficiently maintained 
to guard against any ar ig interference 
with reserve supplies. In 1914 the Grain Sup- 
plies Committee was formed to undertake the 
purchase of wheat as a reserve against the 
risk of a temporary interruption of supphes, 
but the regular trade was left in private hands. 
Karly in 1915 the Indian Wheat Committee 
was formed, to sécute, in co-operation with the 
Indian Government, that the surplus of the 
Indian wheat crop should be brought to the 
United Kingdom at a time when, by reason of 
delay of the harvest in North America, im- 
supplies were somewhat short. At the 
end’ of the year the Government suggested to 
the French dnd Italian Govérmmenis that co- 
ae was better than competition between 
the Allies in the markets, as a result a 
Joint Committee was. formed, comprising repre- 
sentatives of the United Kingdom, France, and 
Italy, which has since met daily in London, and 

e such purchases of wheat, flour, and maize 
as were requisite for the three countries. The 
possibility of large quantities which are at 
present locked up in some grain exporting 
countries being freed as the result of military 
operations has led to a_disinclination on the 
part of the trade to hold more stocks than an 
absolute minimum, and it has become clear 
that the “ee during the coming year cannot 
safely be left to private enterprise. The Go- 
vernm@nt have accordingly endorsed the con- 
clusion arrived at by the Cabinet Committee 
on Food Supplies, that we must now provide 
for a further development of importation by 
the State. The King has approved the ap- 
pointment of a Roya] Commission, entrusted 
with full power to take such steps as they may 
deem necessary and degirable to ensure acde- 
uate and regular supplies of wheat and flour 
or the United Kingdom, in co-operation with 
the Committee which, since the beginning of 
the present year, has been purchasing wheat 
and flour for the Allies. This means 
that the importation of wheat into the United 
Kingdom will have to be undertaken largely 
if not entirely, under the control of the Royal 
Commission, which will in many respects avail 
itself of the experience of the Sugar Commis- 
sion. In-anticipation of this step, the Govern- 
ment have made a very large purchase of 
Australian wheat. The competition of the 
world for tonnage last season was greater than 
the eagerness for wheat, and the Common- 
wealth Government, who hed purchased the 
whole of their crop, found themselves with 
granaries fuli, but short of facilities for reach- 
ing the European markets Steps have now 
been takes, io provide all the tonnage required 
for the conveyance of the wheat purchased by 
His Majesty's Government, Tonnage for the 
carriage of wheat across the Atlantic has been 
provided for nearly a year, with excellent re- 
sults, by the Requisitioning (Carriage of Food- 
stuffs) Committee. — As the import of wheat 
into this country will in future be in the hands 
of the State, and the full benefit of reduction 
in the cost of carriage will accrue to the State, 
und not to private individuals, the system 
adopted by the Committee will be continued, 
with the addition that vessels so requisitioned 
will be required to provide the space necessary 
for State nnportations at fixed, and not vari- 
able, rates o freight.

A CHALLENGE AND.AN 
APPEAL. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
BELFAST, Tvespar. 
The controversy which as been raised ised by the 
that compulsory military service 
should be applied to Ireland is being watched 
in Ulster with much interest. It has been said 
that loyal Irishmen are, by pressing this ques- 
tion, éndeavouritig to make political capital out 
‘of the difficulties of Irish Nationalists. So far 
as Ulster is concerned, this is not so. Ulster 
Unionists know very well that the greatest lever 
which they could have at the close of the war 
for winning the British demoeracy in favour of 
the repeal of the Home Rule Act would be the 
deliberate abstention of Ireland from her fuil. 
share of responsibility in the war for liberating 
Belgium, France, and Serbia. Ulstermen in 
this matter are not thinking of politics, but of 
the honour of Ireland, and, although they are 
Ulistermen, they do not forget they are Irish- 
men also. Alderman Byrne, at the Dublin Cor- 
poration yesterday, said that Ulstermen were 
as much opposed to conscription as the men of 
the South of Ireland. There is certamly no 
burning . enthusiasm for conscription in the 
North—or in any. country in the world. 
There was no desire for conscription in Great 
Britain only a short time ago, as the Lord 
Lieutenant reminded us last night. But Uister, 
like Great Britain, and, it is to be hoped, the 
rest of Ireland also, is being brought to realise 
the logic of facts. Voluntary recruiting has 
apparently exhausted all its-resources, and more 
men are wanted. Ulster will be found ready 
for conscription when the Government makes 
ihe demand upon Ireland. If Alderman Byrne 
has any doubt upon the matter, let him use any 
influence he may pogsess amongst his friends in 
the South and West to “organise a campaign for 
conscription for Ireland, and’ let him challenge 
Ulster to come in on equal terms with the rest 
of the country. The same causes which reduced 
voluntary recruiting in Great Britain, and must 
eventually reduce recruiting m any country 
relying solely upon the voluntary principle, are 
beginning to operate in Ulster. any Ulster- 
men would willingly go to-morrow if the un- 
fairness of the voluntary system were removed 
bh making the same sacrifice obligatory upon 
ail. 


There is one other point which Ulster 
Unionists find it difficult to understand, and 
which they believe is entirely unworthy of Irish 
Nationalists. That is the constant reitération 
of an alleged breach of faith on the part of the 
Government in connection with the recent efforts 
at settling the Irish question. Have the Na- 
tionalists forgotten another breach of faith in 
which they were the principal instigators, when 
the Home Rule Bill was placed upon the Statute 
Book in violation of a distinct pledge publicly 
given to Ulster that the party truce would be 
observed until the end of the war?

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A GLIMPSE OF EOWEIT. 
(BY EDMUND OGANDLER.) 

Mr: Edmund Candler, the representative of 
the British Press with the Expeditionary Force 
in Mesopotamia, writes from Koweit on August 

st:— 

Cá Arabian Continent has felt the shock of 
war from the Euphrates to Yomen and the 
Hodjaz ; whole districts of Persia have been in 
é state of anarchy for the last twenty months; 
but there is nothing in Kéweit to show that 
strife has penetrated to the Gulf, Peace reigns 
in the ports; life and” property are secure; 
freights are high; the sea-taring Arab has never 
Leen so prosperous; @ven the pearl industry 
bas recovered. 

At first there was a certain amount of vn- 
easiness in the Gulf, The pearl trade. col- 
japsed, as no One would buy, and the interrup- 


ef troops, Was associated in the Arab mind 
with the activities of the @mden. German 
jntrgue insinuated tales ef naval reverses. It 
was Whispered that England was no longer mis- 
tress of the seas. Then Turkey came in, and 
it became known that we had sent troops to 
Basra. At Bandar Abbas, between mails, the 
extermination of the British force was reported, 
and each report was credited, until disposed of 
br the arrival of the next ship. But our rapid 
cccupation of Basra could not be concealed. 
The craft from. every smali port which make 
their: way up the Shat-al-Arab in the autumn 
for their date cargo, the staple diet of the 
Gulf, brought back their own tales: “A British 
steamer fired two shots; at the first shot 300 
fell; at the second shot 400, and then the two 
Walis and everyone fled.” 

The Gulf folk believe what they see. Every Í 
trace of the German has been eliminated from 
the coast—German names, German ships, Ger- 
man people, When the Hun inirigued to have 
Englshmen murdered in their beds, it became 
necessary to remove them. In the interior of 
Persia, when they were sending out the Muje- 
hidin to preach the Holy War from Meshed to 
Kermanshah the steadiness of opinion in the 
Guif reacted on the campaign inland. The 
Bakhtiari Khans were incited to seize the o'l- 
fields. “Why be content with shares?” they 
ware asked. “Come in with us and the whole 
of this wealth is yours.” The tribesmen argued 
that the oilfields would be no use to them with- 
out the company and the Engineers. We 
will work the for you,” the tempter suggested. 
But the Khans were politely difident; one old 
diplomat pointed out to the Huns that they 
had no ships, and that without a fleet the oil 
would be valueless, as it could not be sold. It 
is known throughout the Gulf that we have 
swept the Germans off the sea; the disappear- 
ence of their flag is a phenomenon which even 
the politica] missionaries cannot explain away. 

THE UNCHANGING SEA. 

Koweit to-day, not a hundred miles from 
hostile camps, smiles ully between the 
desert and the sea. e view of the beach 
from the town is as inspiring tc the lover of 
ships as @& sea View can be. Harbours must 
have been like this when our’ galleys brought 

ore 
. “The wealth of Ormus or of Ind.” 

The same keels must have scared the sands 
«hen Ur was the port of the Chaidees. From 
the windows of the Sheik’s Palace you may 
jook out on half a league of, sailing ships dis- 
playing all the contours and designs of the 
East. There is a narrow white beach, not a 
hundred yards of sand and sea, between the 
houses and the breakwater of coral rock, which 
is bluish-grey above the tide-level and bluish- 
brown benesth. The sand is white on each 
side of the bay. rises ig cliffs on the far 
side, which take on faint tints of rose or mauve 
ai sunrise and sunset, like the snows. The 
great buggalows stand between wooden piles. 
You climb up to them by rope iadders. 

are two-decked. Their sterns are broad and 
high. The tallest of them stands thirty feet 
above the sand, lovely in its nakedness. They 
ere the kind of vessel that used to carry four 
anchors. The keels are white with a coating 
of lime, leaving the upper part, the rich brown 
Sa! wood of the Malabar Coast, in splendid 
relief. They are fresh/scoured with fish oi after 
every voyage, and glow in the sun like polished 
oak, and perfume the air wjth a fishlike smell 
beside which the reck of rotting seaweed is 
faint and ethereal. 

On each side of the stern are water tanks, 
with penthouse roofs intricately carved, and 
windows through which you look for the head 
of Sinbad. That worthy of Basra must often 
bave spent his week-ends in Koweit. 

The vessels to which the troop of white 
donkeys is descending are the water ts which 
pass between Koweit and the Shat-al-Arab. A 
mussaq of fresh water fetches an anna im the 
batar; in hard times it has f a rupee, 

Th Bedouins stoop down and put their mouths 
to the mussaqs and tins as they are carried 
through the streets, and drink as they keep 
pace with crab-like steps. No one stops to give 
them a Gll; yet it is apparently not good form 
io turn them away. é eys are of the 
sirémg Bahrein breed, all white, with their 
manes stained yellow with henna at the Id, 
when children are tricked out in new clothes, 
end favourite asses are dyed and decorated with 
fancif i This decking of the coats of 
the asses is the only ornamentation you will 
find in Koweit, for the. Arab here comes of a 
stern, Puritan, Wahabi stock. ir women, 
even of the poorest class, g° fully veiled, and 
are clothed for decency, no . There is a 
saying that you may walk from one end of the 
town to the other on the roofs of mosques 
without seeing a single minaret. In the har- 
bour you may find traces of the same Calvinistic 
spint. The local boom, with its sharp stern 
and nose of a swordfish, is a plain v beside 
the bugsslow, and carries out to sea in its 
severe lines, barren of ormament, the precise 
traditions of the place. 

BRINGING IN THE GOLDEN AGE. 

The pearlers, or shouais, are a smaller craft, 
with flush decks, no wales to speak of, and 
po cabins. They are built purely for the trade, 
and carry no cargo. The space below deck is 
taken up with date and rige lockers, and water 
tanks, which they replenish at Bahrein with 
fresh water drawn up in pipes from submarine 
springs many fathoms below the surface. Four 
hundred boats have gone pearling from E.owe:t 

his year; yet the harbour is full, and now 
craft of every variety are bei built. The 
port is always prosperous, but high freights, 
due to the demand for transport, have brought 
in the golden age. In this democratic society a 
coolie can earn two rupees a day. Boat-build- 
ing, the pearl and fish industry, the carrying 
trade, thrive on the sea side; and on the lan 
tide the place is a port too. Every camel that 
comes in or goes out pays its due. The port is 
one of the mouths of the desert, the terminus 
of many caravan routes. The Bedou cannot 
lve on sand, and now that other avenues of 
tupply are cut off on the Euphretes and else- 
where by the trouble that . William is 
brewing, more traffic is drawn to Koweit. 

We rode to the desert entrance of the town 
through the silent residential quarter, through 
tireets bordered by broad and empty court- 

ards which sleep in the sun. Every wall is the 
colour of the sand; doors and balconies without 
Ornament; mosques of the severest simplicity, as 

improfn ina plain as the desert which in- 
tpired the faith that raised them. It is a large 
town, clean, and purged by the sand. and the 
tun. In the last forty years it has over-ran its 
valls, swallowed up its seven gates, and now 
hes open to the desert. The 50,000 inhabitants 
ot Koweit spread themselves more spaciousiy 
than is the custom in many Western cities. 
Mhese large and spacious streets are far re- 
moved from the teeming mahallas common. to 
the Bast. At the entrance to the desert we met 
the Bedouin, the Emir, Iby Saoud’s men,” who 
had just come in from Central Arabia, Najad, 
Fiadh, Aneyga, and Boreydah. Koweit is & 
‘erminus with far-flung communications. In 
peace times you may see caravans from Damas- 
rus A Medina caravan came in while we were 
there I spoke to two young £&giudenis. whom 
the heat and thirst and fatigues of the way 
had left with the voices and gestures of old 
meno.

MR. REDMOND’S MEETING AT 
WATERFORD. 


Messrs, John Morgan, P. O'Connor, Paul

A Portadown Mystery.—The diver of the 
Newry Port and Harbour Board (Mr. J. 
MeClelland) was engaged on Saturday in 
searching the River Bann at Détrinraw, near 
Portadown, for the body of a women named 
Turkington, who has beén missing for the last 
sit months. She was the wife of a well-known 
farmer named David Turkington, living in the 
townland of Derrinraw. 6 morning early in 
April last Mr. Turkington found dead in 
the yard at the rear of his residence. He had 
been shot, and beside the body lay a double- 
barrelled breech-loading gun, with the muzzic 
pointing to the head. His wife, Mrs. Turking- 
ton, was missing, and no trace of her has since 
been discovered. The police found blood on a 
wheelbarrow in the yard, and a track of blood 
was traced from the back door to the River 
Bann, about a quarter of a mile away. The 
river was subsequently dragged, but the body 
of the woman was not found. At the inquest 
the jury found that Turkington had shot him- 
self while temporarily insane. The search for 
his wife’s body is being carried on by the 
direction of her relatives. 


“CITIZEN ARMY” AND THE 
REBELLION, 


DUBLIN EMPLOYERS’ REPORT. 

The fifth annual general meeting of the 
Dublin Employers’ Federation was held yester- 
day af the offices, Commercial Buildings, Dame 
street, Dublin, when the report of the Execu- 
tive Council for the year 1915-16 was presented 
and adopted. 

The feport said:—It would be 
submit @ report without referring to the 
the year which closed with July, 1916, would be 
ever memorabie in the history of the city, and that 
the storm of revellion which swept the city during 
Laster Week had left an imprint the memory of 
which would never be effaced: Had the happenings 
of that week borne political significance only the 
Council might not be justified in-referring to them, 
beyond the expression of regret for the lives lost 
and the property destroyed in the city.

It was beyond question that the so- 
called “Citizen Army,” which wag then organised, 
Was One of the main factors in precipitating the 
outbreak on Easter Monday. It was evident that 
this armed force had been organised for the pyr-
